MONTREAL,  Feb.  3— Rt  Hon.  Arthur  Meighen,  Prime  Min- 
ister of  Canada,  spcakinp  thr  jfucst  of  honor  at  thr  citizens'  ban- 
quet h^d  tonight  at  tlie  W  ind&or  Hotel  here,  made  it  clear  that  he 
was  'aot  there  to  make,  any  new  pronounconents,  but  that  he  would 
Mtmpt  to  expoond  aad  em^uMiM  tifil  braftd  lines  of  poUcy  the 
rfovernroedt  Vas  following:,  and  in  this  connection  referred  to  Can- 
ada's national  position,  pointing  out  "that  the  elevation  of  our  status 
as  a  Hritish  nation  has  through  all  the  years  been  a  matter  of  growth 
nther  than  of  a  ctungc,  ,and  so  it  will  always  be." 

Spealaoff  of  facial-  misuiiderslandings,  tlic  Premier  said  that  he 
had  not,  in  all  the  years  of  his  public  life,  been  a  party  to  a  statute 
that'in  a  sinpir  line  was  unfair  to  Knglish  or  to  French,  and  he  added 
that  he  was  anxious  for  a  fair  distribution  of  the  duties  of  govern- 
ment, which,  he  stated,  did  not  exist  today.  He  said  that  a  fair  dis-

IJUBI.JN,  Feb.  3. — Since  the  announcement  of  martial  law  by 
General  Strickland,  the  Irish  republican  army  appears  to  have  been 
{[rowing,  both  in  the  martial  law  areas  and  in  diltrictt  like  Gilwav, 
which  previously  had  been  quiet.  An  ilUMtflflow  <rf  Ihii  kn  Miilifc 
cade  last  ni^ht  between  Bur^ada  and  Ross  Carbery,  County  Cofk, 
when  500  "rebels,"  accordinj;  to  oflHdal  information,  engajjed  the 
crown  forces.  This  was  the  largest  crowd  they  have  had  to  deal  wkb 
recently.

The  manager  should  iiosseas  the  un- 
restricted right  to  engage  and  dis- 
miss department  heads,  aubject  to 
civil  aervlcie  reatrlctlona,  and  have 
full  authority  to  carry  out  the  work 
laid  down  by  tke  oommiaalon.  The 
manager  knd  heada  of  departmenta 
would  compose  a  species  of  adviaory 
Ijoard  for  the  purpose  of  oonaultlng 
together  In  the  matter  ut  co-ordinat- 
ing the  various  services  The  variou.s 
(leiiarl  ineiiis  would  bp  law.  public  ser- 
vloe  (includiiik-  works,  collection  and 
disposal  of  waste,  management  of 
public  utilltlee.  *tc.).  aafety  (lire  and 
_  police,  building  and  eanltary).  Ilnance 
(  an)l  public  welfare  (hoalth. .  parka. 
'  playgrounda,  eharltlea.  etc.). 

.Mr  .Moriey  empba.-4lxed  the  import- 
niic»-  of  a  iiropcr  budget  syatem  lo  be 
prepaid  IV\  the  city  manager  with 
th«-  aid  of  heails  of  departni^'iits  and 
coiiNidcre.l  ,111.1  rallMed  by  the  com- 
mission. 8uch  budget  to  t>e  prepared 
and  Isaued  prior  to  elaotion,  thua 
giving  the  people  full  opportunity  to 
know  the  exact  autua  of  tkelr  aflalra. 
Full  publicity  of  civic  niattere,  a 
monthly  otatement  of  the  clty*a  exact 
atatua,  and  an  annual  audli  in  time 
for  the  election  were  featurea  he 
reconimendcil. 

On  the  queetion  of  the  initiative., 
referendum  and  recall,  a  ayatam  In 
vogue  In  the  Btatao.  Mr.  Moriey  did 
not  bollava  It  wottM  ba  naodad  here 
for  aome  time,  aa  It  might  reaolt  in 
the  new  commlaalon  and  city  man- 
a^.  r  s\ stems  not  being  gl\en  n  fair 
cb.mce  lo  prove  their  merit.

At  a  recent' league  match  at  Stam- 
ford Bridge  the  ^t  halt-back  of  the 
\isltlng  team  was  the  objeet  of  much 
misguided  criticlam — ^and  that  not 
from  what  is  known  as  the  "popu- 
bir"  side  of  th«  ground,  but  from  the 
stand  and  enclo«tire  -BoleU  owing  to 
the  fact  ih.it  tht>  i  rlilcH  hud  not  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  laws  of 
tha  game. 

Law  •  reads:  "...  The  player 
throwing  the  ball  muet  ntand  on  the 
tOU«h-Une  facing  the  held  of  i>lay 
.  .  ."  and  concltideH  with  Ihe 
words:  JThlx  law  \n  loinplied  with 
If  the  pj^'cr  hHM  :tn>-  pur't  of  both 
feet  on  the  line  when  he  throws  the 
ball  in,"  so  that  it  is  quite  clear  that 
It  is  not  naoeasary  for  the  half-back 
to  keep  his  heeia  down  while  throw - 
ingoln,  pravldejl  his  toes  are  ah  the 
Une.

Kow»  U  the  laws  of  the  game  are 
searched  from  en^  to  end.  no  men- 
tion of  such  an  offence  will  he  found. 

Law  S  H.-»y«  that  "the  Konlkeeper 
Shan  not  be  rhargod  except  when  h<> 
is  holding  the  ball,  or  ohHirn*  muk  an 
opponent,  or  when  he  has  passed 
outside  the  goal  area,"  and  the  ex- 
pression "impeding"  cannot  be 
t^thfully  applied  to  tha  ease  of  a 
forward  "charUng"  lha  Koalheeper 
when  he  is  waittnfete  eateh  the  ball 
or  4o  save  a  cttrtlnfl  ahot  from  the 
v.lng.
